HOUSE EDUCATION COMMITTEE PASSES ENGLISH AS A
SECOND LANGUAGE WEIGHTING DURATION BILL — HF
2129

The House Education Committee passed HF 2129 (English as a Second
Language (ESL) Weighting Duration Bill) on February 6. The Bill extends the
period for which a school district can receive a supplementary weighting for
limited English proficient students from three to four years beginning in FY
2007.

The extension of the weighting is projected to cost $3.8 million in FY 2007,
with $3.3 million paid from the General Fund in State Foundation Aid and
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$490,000 paid from property taxes. In FY 2008, the cost is projected to be
$4.3 million, with $3.8 million paid in State Foundation Aid and $561,000 paid
from property taxes.

The Agriculture and Natural Resources Appropriations Subcommittee met
the week of February 6.

On February 7, Lowell Joslin and Kim Bogenschutz, Department of Natural
Resources (DNR), discussed aquatic invasive species and boater safety
issues. The DNR will have six new law enforcement officers assigned to
lakes for FY 2007, including three in the lowa Great Lakes area, two at
Coralville Lake, and one at Clear Lake. The DNR also reported that there
are 30 sites in lowa with Eurasian watermilfoil and 24 with brittle naiad.

On February 8, Jeff Vonk, DNR, discussed the Department’s buying offers
for FY 2007. The Department requested $19.5 million from the General
Fund for FY 2007, an increase of $1.8 million compared to estimated FY
2006. The Governor recommended $18.3 million for the Department, an
increase of $500,000 compared to estimated FY 2006.

The Economic Development Appropriations Subcommittee met the week of
February 6.

On February 7, Director Mary Lawyer, Department of Economic
Development (DED), provided information on the Governor’'s FY 2007
recommendations for the DED.

The Subcommittee requested the Department of Workforce Development
and the State Treasurer present information on possible investment
strategies for the Unemployment Insurance Reserve Fund.

Representative Lukan reviewed the proposed changes to the FY 2007 Bill,
including:

An increase of $250,000 for the DED for the promotion of tourism.

An increase of $115,000 for the DED to restore administration funding that was
reduced last year.

The DED will be permitted to continue utilizing $115,000 from all available
General Fund resources to support the World Food Prize. This is in addition to
the $285,000 direct appropriation for the Prize.

The Department of Workforce Development will be permitted to use $225,000 to
support new positions in the Workers’ Compensation Division. The Department
used the funds in FY 2006 on a one-time start-up project.

¢ Representative Lukan advised that the Subcommittee will vote on the Bill on
February 16, and the funding for the Bioscience Alliance will not be addressed in
the Bill. Senator Dotzler advised the Subcommittee that the Senate Democrats
wish to see the issue addressed in the Bill.

On February 8, Jim Riordan, Chairperson, Public Employment Relations
Board, provided information on the Governor’s FY 2007 recommendations
for the Board. Chairperson Riordan advised the Subcommittee that an
additional $75,000 to restore an Administrative Law Judge, which was
eliminated in the FY 2002 appropriation, would assist the Board in
completing duties in a timely manner.

TRANSPORTATION, INFRASTRUCTURE, AND CAPITALS
APPROPRIATIONS SUBCOMMITTEE MEETINGS

The Transportation, Infrastructure, and Capitals Appropriations
Subcommittee met the week of February 6.

On February 7, representatives from the Department of Administrative
Services and the Governor’s Property Management Advisory Committee
presented the Governor’'s FY 2007 recommendations for infrastructure
projects.

The Advisory Committee presented their recommendation for replacing the
Wallace Building and the need for continued maintenance funding for State
buildings. Several funding alternatives were presented for replacing or
renovating the Wallace Building. The alternative recommended by the
Committee is for the construction of a new 350,000 sq. ft. building located at
a different site from the existing building. This alternative would also include
the demolition of the Wallace Building after the new facility was constructed.
The total cost of this alternative is estimated at $78.0 million, which includes
design, construction, furnishings, employee relocation, and demolition.

The Department also presented the recommendation of $2.3 million for
Phase | of the West Capitol Terrace Project, which includes the removal of
the parking lots located west of the Capitol Building and development of the
area into a park-like space for the public. Funding for Phases Il and Ill would
be requested at a later date.

On February 8, representatives from the Department of Economic
Development reviewed the Governor’'s FY 2007 infrastructure
recommendations for the Accelerated Career Enhancement (ACE) Program,
the Brownfield Redevelopment Program, and the Community Attraction and
Tourism Program. The Governor is recommending a total of $16.5 million
from infrastructure funding sources for these projects.

Representatives from the University of lowa Hygienic Laboratory presented a
request of $35.7 million for the construction of a new laboratory facility to
replace the existing set of buildings at the University of lowa. If funded, the
project could be cash-flowed over four years.

On February 9, representatives from the Department for the Blind discussed
the Governor’s $4.0 million recommendation to renovate the Department’s
facility located in downtown Des Moines. The funds would be used to
renovate the third and fourth floors of the seven-floor facility.
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Criminal Justice Info
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Representatives from the Department of Administrative Services, Information
Technology Enterprise, and the lowa Communications Network (ICN)
presented the Governor’s recommendations for funding of the Pooled
Technology Program ($3.9 million) and ICN Equipment Replacement ($2.0
million).

Representatives from the Department of Human Rights, Division of Criminal
and Juvenile Justice Planning, presented the Governor’s $2.6 million
recommendation for the continued funding of the Criminal Justice Information
System. When fully operational, the System will link federal, State, and local
agencies involved in the criminal and juvenile justice system to a network
that will enable more efficient use and sharing of information.

Rhonda Lyon and Tiffany Whitesell related their experiences with the Judicial
System as victims of crime and made suggestions to the Committee for
changes to practices they were subject to during the investigation and trial
process of their individual cases.

On February 8, the Committee received testimony from the lowa State
Sheriffs and Deputies Association, the lowa County Attorneys Association,
and an advocate for private jails.

Sheriffs Wade Harriman, Ida County, and Lonny Pulkrabek, Johnson County,
presented an overview of their county offices, the issues that hamper their
abilities to meet the demand for services, and the needs to meet legal
requirements placed on them by State and federal laws.

Attorney Greg Noble, Polk Land and Leasing Group, described the aspects
of private jails and the impact they could have on overcrowding. lowa law
does not permit private jails in the State.

John Sarcone, Polk County Attorney, provided information on programs
relating to education, prevention, treatment, and assistance to victims in Polk
County. He also provided suggestions to consider regarding sentencing
reform.

PRELIMINARY DEER HARVEST ESTIMATES FOR 2005

The Department of Natural Resources (DNR) estimated that 34,000
additional deer licenses were sold for the 2005 deer season compared to
2004. This included an increase of 22,000 licenses purchased and an
increase of 12,000 landowner/tenant licenses issued. The Department also
estimates that an additional 17,000 deer were harvested during the 2005
season, including 15,000 does. The following table details the number of
licenses sold in 2004 and 2005, as well as the number of deer harvested.
